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LAST MEETING 


Dr. Robert Lamson of the National Science Founda- 
tion, guest speaker at the October 26 Foggy Bottom 
Association meeting, presented, reluctantly, a ‘‘Brave 
New World’’ picture for the year 2020. Projections 
for U.S. population, based on the 1960 census, range 
from a low of 300 million to a high of 440 million 
people in 50 years. More people mean greater de- 
mands on the environment: the demand for water is 
projected to triple while the population doubles; use 
of electricity doubles every 5 to 10 years; use of auto- 
mobiles is projected to go up 40% by 1980; industrial 
waste has increased seven times in less than 35 years. 
Only recently have citizens begun to question whether 
ever-increasing technology is actually the answer to 
all of man’s problems or whether it has created some 
of its own, A harmonious balance must be preserved 
between the man-made and the natural environment, 
if the world we leave to our children is to be at least 
as pleasant as our own. . 

Material covered at the business meeting included: 
introduction of the Environmental Affairs Chairman 
Dirck Holscher; a motion to favor rapid transit to 
Dulles International Airport; an announcement of the 
proposed Nov, 17 hearings on the Three Sisters Bridge, 
at which individual citizen testimony is invited; and the 
report from the Second Police District representative 
noting a decrease in crime in the area but warning 
of a robber operating in parking garages in the neigh- 
borhood and in other parts of Northwest at night.

When you look at the consumer price index (cost 
of living to you non-economists), just remember that 
last spring the ten-year-old base of the index was re- 
duced 20 points. January 1970’s price level was 131.8 
percent of the 1957-59 average, but under the revision 
the January 1970 price level will show as 113.3 per- 
cent. 


Figuring it out in your dollars in your pocket, it 


looks like this: the new index shows 100 of today’s 
dollars would have bought $88.40 worth of goods in 
1957-59. But the index, before revision last spring, 
showed 100 of today’s dollars would have bought only 
$75.80 worth of goods in 1957-59. $12.60 out of every 


100 of your dollars has gone ‘‘up the flue’’ or ‘‘down 
the drain” when that index was changed anddon’t for- 
get to include that when you look at figures for the 
cost of living. 

One horrible example of what inflation can really 
become is this; if you had been in Germany in 1923 
and wanted to write home, you would have paid 

on October 18, 1923 18,000,000 marks 

on October 29, 1923 90,000,000 marks 

on November 3, 1923 560,000,000 marks 
for the postage for your letter.

One living Christmas tree in scale with apartment 
limitations is the Norfolk Island (in the Pacific) pine. 
The tree does beautifully in a pot where it can be 


trained to resemble the graceful Japanese Bonsai. 
Ours begins its second Christmas. 

Hecht’s flower center on Wilson Blvd. in Arling- 
ton has the potted trees as do most florists and 
garden centers. The price is a fraction of the ‘‘soon 
to be burned”’ cut ones that add to the pollution. 

Tulips, Daffodils and Hyacinths for spring color 
may still be planted outdoors or in pots. Choose the 
largest and firmest bulbs. Also add bonemeal to the 
soil, 

Potted bulbs for late winter forcing indoors must 
be kept in the dark and cold but not freezing--about 
40 degrees F, Use an overturned box filled with dry 
leaves or a cold room such as a closet off a balcony. 
Water well several times before covering the pots. 
After six weeks you may set them in a sunny window,

The permanent diaconate, which was revived by 
the Second Vatican Council, is open to mature Catholic 
men, married and single, who wish to dedicate their 
lives to the service of the Church, while continuing 
with their regular occupations and duties, They assist 
in the ministry on weekends and during their other 
free hours, and may perform the priestly functions of 
baptizing, witnessing marriages, distributing com- 
munion, and preaching; they cannot celebrate Mass, 
hear confessions, or anoint the sick. They can also 
direct works of charity and cooperate with the bishop 
and pastor in developing the Christian community. 

The candidates come from varying backgrounds, 
occupations, and educational levels ranging from the 
8th grade to the post-graduate level. On October 10 
they received the tonsure (which signifies their recep- 
tion into the clerical state) at a ceremony at Sacred 
Heart Church, They will be ordained as the first per- 
manent deacons in the area in the fall of 1971. 

John is Intelligence Management Specialist at the 
Office of the Secretary of Defense in the Pentagon 
where he has been working since 1951. He holds Ph.D. 
(1954) and M.A, (1948) degrees from the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, and has been on the academic 
staff part-time through the years of that University, of 
Georgetown University and George Washington Univer- 
sity. He also has a string of memberships in various 
Civic, political, religious, and cultural associations, 
among them the National Association of Watch and Clock 
Collectors, Opera Society of Washington, Washington 
Drama Society, American Aeademy of Political and 
Social Science, and, of course, the Foggy Bottom Civic 
Association,
